Germans Vote 
Ex-Kaiser Rich 
or Poor Today

BERLIN, June 19.—Germany faces 
her most serious electoral crisis since, 
the formation gf the republic when the 
nation goes to the polls tomorrow to 
decide whether or not property of the 
former kaiser and other princes shall 
be confiscated without compensation. 

Approximately 20,000,000 affirmative 
votes [50 per cent of all voters) are 
necessary to carry the measure. When 
the referendum was filed last March, 
12,500,000 voters signed the demand 
for a plebiscite. 

Rioting marked the pre-election cam- 
paigns in Bremen and Halle, result- 
ing in a few broken heads, but the 
relchswehr and police expect more 
serious trouble when the result of the 
election is known. Not sinee the war 
has a political campaign been marked 
with such bitterness.

It can 
repder considerable areas uninhabitable for days 
af @ time and it shatters the morale of the men | 
subjected to it, even though they are not physically | 
harmed by it. The wearing of a gas mask for’ 
hours and perhaps days is calculated to break | 
almost any man’s fighting spirit. ; 

Gas is a new weapon, born of modern selentific | 
khowledge. It was introduced by the Germans in 
the last war. The allies found themselves at a 
tremendous disadvantage for a time as a result of | 
their inability to meet the new weapon, but they | 
made up for their lack of preparation by the | 
strength of their denunciation. The anti-gcas 
propaganda was pushed with such vigor that many 
goed people the world over even now, after the 
lapse of eight years, are demanding laws forbidding 
th@ use of so-called chemical weapona. These 
p@ople seem to think that if chemical warfare is 
abolished the chief horror of war will have 
vanished. The belief is entirely unfounded. As 
weapons go, gas is humane. It incapaci- 
tates many but kills few. Relatively few f those 
who are forced out of the fighting by gas are 
p@Fmanently disabled. In this respect gas offers 
a striking contrast to such weapons as high ex- 
pigsive shells whose “razorlike fragmentations 
are designed to cause agonizing wounds and dis 
igurements.

The closed treasury policy of the uni- 
versity was taken to mean that only 
sums from individual contributors 
would be accepted, and the question 
of accepting gifts, which threatened to 
become a political issue, has lost much 
of its importance by the action of the 
regents today. | 

Explains University’s Stand. 

Victor FP. Richardson, Janesville 
member of the regents, declared that 
the regents have not changed their 
position. He pointed out that the reso- 
lution, which was adopted last year, 
barred only money from “ incorporated 
educational foundations.’’ The reso- 
lution could be applied only to the 
Rockefeller and Carnegie educational 
aids.

He gained that honor by 
knocking out Nunc Wallace in Eng- 
land in 1890, and held the crown until 
1892, when he entered the featherweight 
ranks.

of St. John the Divine, a part of a re-

field, Quincy, and 
Chicago. When

' sity a gem of ar-

[Chambers Photo.) more designed the 
chapel, which wi'l be in reality the 
size of a city church. It will be in the 
English perpendicular Gothic style and 
will measure 50x120 feet and will be 
60 feet high. There is to be what is 
called a “ lofty and inspiring nave and 
chancel” with low side aisles. 

Thirteen Large Windows. 

Thirteen clerestory windows, each 
thirty feet high, will form one of the 
most beautiful features of the struc- 
ture. An oak timbered roof spans the 
nave and the entire outside and inside 
walls will be of variegated Indiana 
limestone. 

The architect has adopted a unique 
plan of columniation, which includes 
double and single piers and buttresses 
alternating in the length of the chapel 
which are expected to reveal unusually 
beautiful yistas of Gothic masonry, 
both within and without. 


The sanctuary and baptistry are to 
be among the most attractive parts of 
the structure. There are to be a num- 
ber of memorials, the principal of 
which will be one to the late Bishop 
Granville H. Sherwood of Springfield. 


Wil Cost Around $400,000. 

A number of memorials for the 
chapel have already been given. These 
include the high altar, a prayer desk, 
pulpit, crosses, lights, wooden altar 
and a large Bible. Those back of the 
project hope to obtain a $10,000 pipe 
organ. 

The chapel constitutes the first part 
of the development, which will include 
a guildhall and social center. It is 
stated that the entire project will call 
for an expenditure of between $360,000 
and $400,000. An endowment fund to 
perpetuate the. work of the center also 
will be established under plans worked 
out by the three dioceses. 

The work of the Episcopal students 
at the university is under the super- 
vision of the diocese of Springfield, 
of which he Rt Rev. John Chanler 
White is bishop. Bishop Charles P. 
Anderson of Chicago also is taking an 
important part in the plan.

Tractor Enables 
to Cultivate 
Six Rows at Once 


ITH « tractor Iowa farmers, 

who are now abie to cultivate 

six rows ef corn at a time 

and gtide over a forty-five 
acre field with case tn less than a day, 
have found one way of cutting costs 
of production and adding a few dollars* 
profit. 
A tractor cultivating sfx rows of 
corn every time it swept across the 
fleld was recently successfully demon- 
strated on Zigfred Olson’s farm near 
Ames, Ia., by engineers and crop ex- 
assembled the outfit. A. W. Turner, 
an agricultural engineer at the col- 
lege, said that the outfit was put into 
the field as an experiment, but “it 
soon proved its worth, as ft not only 
covered the ground rapidly, but cultt- 
vated the corn as well as is done by 
the single row method.”

ner explained that the outfit was built 
around a two row motor culttvater. A 
big evener was used to hitch on two 
attached to each side of the tractor. 
One man bandied the tractor and the 
two row cultivator attachment pushed 
along near the front on each aide of 
the tractor, and two other men rode 
the two cultivators that trailed along 
back of the tractor. —

“This can be over- 
looked,” he added, “ when we stop to 
realize that we had to use such equip- 
ment as was available. Yet the com- 
parison as to reducing ts tremendous 
when we appreciate the fact that three 
men and one tractor are doing the 
work of six men and twelve horses 
where the single row cultivator is used. 
I feel sure this six row method means 
more dollars of profit per acre than 
the single row units.”

onistic in argument. To agree always 
simply suggests weakness, not neces- 
sarily amiability. Open and friendly 
discussion is one of the great joys of 
congenial souls.” 

If one, under the mistaken impres- 


sion of being polite, agrees with every- 


thing, the attempt at conversation falls 
flat. If one becomes antagonistic, it 
is hard to keep away personal feeling. :

On Literary Gents 


By H. L. Mencken. 


OME time ago, discoursing tn this place, I said that 


the chief subject of conversational remark among — 


literary gents, at least in this great Republic, was 


the matter of their professional takings—that the 
common run of them seemed to be more interested in their 
honoraria than in anything else. There ‘was, I fear, a cer- 
tain exaggeration in the statement, and even a certain in- 
justice. I’or there is one thing, in fact, that literary gents 
tall of even more than they talk of money. And that is 
the extremely painful character of the process whereby 
they get it. 


Here, indeed, they all agree, and with great earnestness 


and eloquence. And,the beautiful gals of the trade reinforce 


and ratify the plaint of the bucks. I know of no author, 
male or female, who does not believe and contend that writ- 


»ing is the most dreadful chore ever inflicted upon human 


‘beings. It is not only exhausting mentally: it is also ex- 
The writer leaves his ded, 
his day’s work done, with his mind pumped dry of ideas 
r and the muscles of his back and neck full of a crippling 
and painful stiffness. He has suffered horribly that the 
babies may be fed and beauty may not die. __ 


The worst of it is that he must always suffer alone. 


tremely fatiguing physically. 


If 


authors could work in large, well ventilated factories, like © 


cigarmakers or garment workers, with plenty of their mates 
about and a flow of lively professional gossip to entertain 
them, their labor would be immensely lighter. But it is 
essential to their craft that they perform in tedious and 
vexatious operations a cappella, and so the horrors of lone- 
lingss are added’ to its other unpleasantnesses. An author 
‘at work is continuously and inescapably in the presence of 
himself. There is nothing to divert and soothe him. So 
every time a vagrant regret or sorrow assails him it has 
him instantly by the ear, and every time a wandering ache 
runs down his leg it shakes him like the bite of a tiger. 
_ IT have yet to meet an author who was not a hypochon- 
driac. Saving‘only physicians, who are always ill and in 
fear of death, the literati are perhaps the most lavish con- 
sumers of pills and philtres in this world, and the most will- 
ing customers of surgeons. I can scarcely think of one, 
known to me personally, who is not constantly dosing him- 
sek, with medicines, or regularly resorting to the knife. At 
the head of the craft stand men who are even more cele- 
brated as invalids than they are as authors. I know one 
who—— 
7 But perhaps I had better avoid invading what, after all, 
may be private confidences, though they are certainly not 
imparted in confidential tones. The point is that an author, 


‘penned in a room during all his working hours with no 


company save his own, is bound to be more conscious than 
other men of the petty malaises that assail all of us. They 
tackle him, so to speak, in a vacuum; he can’t seek diversion 
from them without at the same time suffering diversion from 
his work. And what they leave of him is tortured and de 
moralized by wayward and uncomfortable thoughts. 

It must be obvious that other men, even among the 
intelligentsia, are not beset so cruelly. A judge on the bench, 
entertaining a ringing in the ears, can do his work almost 
as well as if he heard only the voluptuous rhetoric of the 
lawyers. A clergyman, carrying on his mummery, is not 


appreciably crippled by a sour stomach: what Hé says has 


been said before, and only scoundrels question it. And a 
surgeon, plying his exhilarating art and mystery; ‘stffers 
no professional damage from the ‘wild thought that the 
attending nurse is more sightly than his- wife. But I defy 
any one to write a competent sonnet with a ringing tn his 
ears, or to compose sound criticism with a sour stomach, 


or to do a plausible love scene in a novel with a head full 


of private amorous fancies. These things are sheer impossi- 
bilities.

The moment the door bangs he begins a depressing, losing 
struggle with his body and his mind. 3 
Why, then, do rational men and women engage in so 
What keeps them 
from deserting it for trades that are less onerous, and, in the 


public eye, more respectable? The answer, it seems to me, 


is as plain as mud. Xn author is*‘simply a man in whom 
the normal vanity of all men is so vastly exaggerated that 
he finds it a sheer impossibility to hold it in. His over- 
powering impulse is to gyrate before his fellow men, flap- 
ping his wings and emitting defiant yells. This being for- 
bidden by the Polizei of all civilized countries, he takes it 
out by putting his yells on paper. Such is the thing called 
self-exp ion. 

In the confidences of the literati, of course, it is always 
depicted as something much more mellow and virtuous. 
Either they argue that they are moved by a yearning to 
spread the enlightenment and save the world, or they allege 


that what steams them and makes them leap is a passion 


for beauty. Both theories are quickly disposed of by an 
appeal to the facts. The stuff written by nine authors out 
of ten, it must be plain at a glance, has as little to do with 
apreading the enlightenment as -the state papers of the late 
Dr. Warren Gamaliel Harding. And there is no more beauty 
in it, and no more sign of a feeling for beauty, than you 
will find in a hotel dining room or a college yell, 

The impulae to create beauty, indeed, is rather rare in 
literary men, and almost completely absent from the yoynger 
ones, If it ahowa itself at all it comes as a sort of dfter- 
thought, My trade brings me into contact with a great 
tany beginning authors, male and female, IT think I may 
aay gruthfully that I have never encountered ene, in the 
larval eage, who exhibited any passion for beauty, which 
ia to fay, any passion as what the world calla an artist. 
One and all, they were moved by a mere desire to make a 
noise, They yearned to be heard, read, attended to, They 
wented their ideas to #tlagger humanity, Seeondarily, moat 
of them wanted to make money, Tertlarily, perhaps, a few 
had an itech to manufaeture loveliness, BGt not many, 

Home time ago | said here that most authora were dull 
fellawe--hat their eonvereations, taking ene with another. 
was but little beyend that ef se many Rotarians. There 
are, ef eourse, brilliant exceptions, know a few authera, 
and even a few sucegasful Ofe@—nay, even a few geod ones 
-~whe ave capital fellows, and full of that liveliness of mind 
and wide information which make conversation charming. 
Hut the majority have little te say that is worth hoaring, 
and many have abselufely nothing. tf ean imagine ne more 
herrible fate, indeed, than heing penned up en @ desert inland 
with forty authors, especially if half of them were female. 

What ails most of them, it seems to me, ia precisely 
defective feeling for beauty. tt sheaws itself, commonly, 
in theip almest incredible i@noranee of the ether arts. They 
seem te met very little pleasure Gut ef beautiful things, and 
so their talk lacke imagination and enthusiaam=-save for 
money. I'd have @ hard job naming six American novelists

June 17, 1775—Got WNAC, Boston. 
Outdoor broadcast of a fight from 
Bunker Hill by remote control an- 
nounced. Crowd noise too loud and 
static terrible now in summer time. 
Couldn't hear announcer at all. Tn- 
mult like Indianapolis auto race. Red 
rt probably not playing at home to- 
ay. 


July 4, 1776—Tuned WOO, at Phila- 
delphia, reading telegrams from all 
of the thirteen states. Heard a speech 
by a Thomas Jefferson, dedicated to 
the king of England. Pretty good. 
Lots of yelling, but no music. Sound- 
ed something like the Democratic con- 
vention. 


Dec. 25, 1776—Got WOAX, at Tren- 
ton, N. J. Bedtime’ period for chil- 
| ‘dren. Couldn’t hear it very well. Gen. 
'Washington playing Santa Claus toid 
the little folks about making the r2in- 
deer jump across the Delaware to greet 
them in the morning in Jersey, or 
something. Jolly stuff; what imagi- 
nation these broadcasters have! 


| Jan. 23, 1777—Picked up KYW, at 
Chicago, easily this evening. Old Art 
Linick was doing Mrs. Shlagenauer 
again. Art will probably still,.be doing 
Mrs. S. 150 years from now. 


Aprfl 19, 1777—Listening to WTAG, 
at Worcester, this evening. Announc-
